INTERESTING STORIES OF THE PRINCESS. 

WhileI was on the continent last month I 
heard anumber of stories concerning the early 
life of the Princess of Wales. These stories 
are not particularly new, and I do not propose 
to allude to them except to give the exact in- 
come of her father before he was called to the 
throne of Denmark, This Prince lived in the 
most obscure poverty fora number of years.

His three daughters are the Princess 
of Wales, the Czarina of Russia and the 
Duchess of Cumberland. 
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BACON’S PERSISTENT CHAMPION. 


Ignatius Donnelly Unearthing New Evi- 
dence in Engliand—Interesting Facts.

ONDON, April

ans and Bacon- 
ians alike, what- 
ever their opin- 
ions about the 
cryptogram 
may be. Calling 
on him this af- 
I found him enthusiastic over the 
late discovered evidence to support his cipher 
theory. Said he: A curious discovery bas 
been made since my arrival. I had noted before 
elt America that William Henry Smith, the 
patriarch of the Baconians of England, had 
stated in his book published in 1856 that the 
two folios of Shakspeare plays, which followed 
that of 1623 corresponded as tothe arrange- 
ment of matter on the pages with that edition; 
that is to say, that the same word began and 
ended every page in all three editions. 
NEW AND INTERESTING FACTS. 

**ITealled the attention of Dr. R. M. Theobald, 
the learned secretary of the Bacon Society 
and author of the book ‘Dethroning Shaks- 
peare’ to this fact and he spent some time in 
the library oi the British Museum and found 
that not only was Mr. Smith’s statement 
Strictly correct, but that all the wonderful 
bracketings and hyphenations which mark 
and disfiigure the folio of 1623 were repeated 
in the folio of 1632 and that of 1644, and that in 
the folio of 1632, published nine years after that 
of 1623 every peculiarity of the extraordinary 
paging of the 1623 edition was repeated. 
There are but two explanations ofthis. One 
is that the art of stereotyping being unknown 
in that age, these pages must have been 
printed from the same type used [n 1623, 
and issued subsequently with different 
dates on their title pages as separate 
editions, and the other is that there 
must have been some person or persons, 
friends of Bacon, who survived him.“ 

BACON'S CAREFUL FRIEND. 

Bacon died in 1626, and who knew that the 
cipher narrative depended upon the paging 
of the folio of 1628 and the arrangement of the 
brackets and hyphens and who gave strict 
orders to the printers to follow the precise 
arrangement of the 1623 folio even to its pal- 
pable errors as where page 100 is followed by 
page Wand page i by page 79,etc. I therefore 
requested Theobald to make further examina- 
don to ascertain whether the two subsequent 
editions were printed from the same type. 
He found they were not; that thé ornamented 
devices on the pages were different; that there 
were even some small errors, evidently acci- 
dental, such as the dropping of a hyphen in 
ohe place and the dropping of letters in an- 
other, You will readily see that no person 
printing a book of 900 pages could by any

THE BACON BOCIETY. : 
The person or persons who had the custody 
of the great secret must have died, and, there- 
after, the reproductions of the plays differ 
widely. All these facts cannot fail to be in- 
teresting to the students of the great poet, for 
these folios are the basis of the so-called 
Shakespeare literature, another curious fact. 
How is the Bacon Society succeeding?’’ 
„Very well. It has now nearly one hundred 
members among people of station, culture 
and learning.

Mrs. Pott told me yesterday that the last 
surviving descendant of Sir Jonn Davies isa 
lady quite advanced in years, and she in- 
formed Mrs. Pott that it had always been a 
tradition in her family, descending from pa- 
rent to child long before Delia Bacon 
was born, or the Baconian question 
of authorship was agitated, that Shakspeare 
did not write the plays. They were not told 
who did write them, but simply that Shak- 
speare did not. She was told this when 
a child by her parents, and they told 
her they had the same statement made 
them in their youth by their 
parents. One can readily see how Sir 
Jobn Davies, in the secret as he undoubtedly 
was, might have told part of it to his chil- 
dren, and these in turn to their children. 
There heve been diligent and exhaustive 
search for documentary evidence as to Shaks- 
peare, and it has yielded al- 
most nothing. The attention of the world 
will now be turned in another direction 
to Francis Bacon, and it is impossible to tell 
the curious revelations that may be made in 
connection with the plays.

a letter appeared from Congressman Bynum, 
urging that he did not want the nomination, 
but would not refuse it. This brought Matson 
home from Washington in a hurry, and put 
Myers’ friends into their fighting clothes. 
Things aré now greatly complicated. Matson 
is said to holda letter from Bynum giving his 
unqualified pledge that he will not be 
a candidate for Governor, and while Matson 
has not been heardfrom, it is hardly likely 
that he will take kindly to the publication in 
which Bynum, like a coy maiden, attempts to 
dally with the tempting fruit. 
Then again, there is very serious doubt 
among the observant Democracy if either 
Matson or Myers is the proper material from 
which to make a nomination, as Matsen is not 
magnetic, and Myers has antagonized a num- 
ber of important factors in a successful cam- 
paign. Besides, the feeling is thrust upon 
them that the Republicans are determined 
upon nominating Porter, because of bis 
strength with the laboring classes, and there 
seems to be a necessity for Mr. Bynum by 
reason of his standing with the same forces. 
It is still further@laimed that neither Matson 
nor Myers can appear to advantage on the 
stump as against Porter. A further com- 
plication is the fact that while the labor 
element is not exercising the power 
in politics which it did in the last campaign, 
yet there area number of leaders, who have 
been quietly working in Mr. Bynam’s inteiest 
for some time,and they bave pushed his 
name in many quarters throughout the State. 
Just how far Bynum may have authorized 
this is not known, yet what has been done has 
not been under the co-opera- 


tion of those in this city who have the direc- 
tion of Bynum’s congressional campaign and 


they must not imperil his congressional 
chances in a race tor Governor. It is practi- 
cally conceded that Bynum can bave the nom- 
ination for Congress, and that he can be 
elected; and since this gubernatorial matter 


has been sprung, he is like a boy 
with an apple — he both wants 
to keep it and to eat it, 


and he can’t do both. Much of the predica- 
mentin which Bynum has been thrust is due to 
the wire-workings of Senator Bailey, who has 
his heart set upon going to Congress and who 
has adroitiy forwarded the Bynum boom for 
Governor in every direction he could in order 
to clear the way tor himself. Altogether poli- 
| tical matters are growing reg hot in Indiana.

and William Garrison. The dispute originated 
in regard to a calf belonging to McEvers. Mo- 
Evers turned thecalfintothe pasture of Dr. 
Geo. Garrison, father of William and uncle to 
Howard Garrison, and Howard turned it out. 
Last night all the parties were down 
town, but nothing was said in re- 
gard to the matter till about 10:30 p. m. 
when McEvers went to his home in the west 
part of town where he was followed by How- 
ard and Wm. Garrison, who called him out 
and words followed, McEvers ordering the 
boys away and following them to 
the gate, where he made some 
remark, and he and Howard 
clinched and fell, McEvers ontop, when he 
began to pummell Howard. The latter freed 
himself, got up, and drawing a knife, warned 
McEvers notto advance, but McEvers came 
forward, and Howard stabbed him five times, 
once in the hand, twice in the heart 
and twice in the back, killing 
him instantly. MeEvers was about 35 years 
years of age, sober and industrious, being 
employed in the rock quarries of the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad at Pearl. Howard Garrison, 
aged about 18 years, is a wild, reckless 
character, bearing a hard reputation, hav- 
ing a couple of months ago fired 
twice at a man. William is about 19, is a 
quiet, well-respected boy and well thought of, 
and there is much doubt as to whether he as- 
sisted in murdering McEvers or not, on the one 
hand his previous good character shielding 
him, and on the other circumstances point to 
him as an accessory. McEvers wasa large, 
} powerfully-built man, and Howard Garrison 
isasmall and weak man. It is doubtful if 
Howard was able to inflict the wounds which 
McEvers received. Both boys are in the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff of Pike County, who 


arrived this afternoon. The Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict in accordance with the 
facts. Dr. Garrison, who is a much respected 
and influential citizen of Pearl, is grief-strick- 
en at the conduct of his son and nephew. Me- 
Evers leaves a wife and two children.

Strong Evidence Being Developed Against 
the Son Charles.

AuGUSTA, Me., April 14.—Strong evidence 
against young Charles Beale, on trial here for 
poisoning his father’s whisky with strych- 
nine, is being adduced. The motivethe son 
had for getting rid of bis father was to have 
charge of his business. That the 


wanted to run the business is shown by sev- 
eral statements made by him and sworn to in 
court by witnesses for the  prosecu- 
tion. Another witness, 1 man em- 
Reeves in a drug-store, swears that 
Juarles tried to buy strychnine of 
him, asking how much of adese would kill a 
man. To-day, L. D. Carver-testified that he 
heard the prisoner remark that his father 
would be surprised when he drank a dose of 
strychnine. The Beales, father and two sons, 
were in the habit of drinking whisky from a 
barrelinthecellar. In February the father 
and his son George drank from the barrel, and 
both were immediately taken sick. The father 
died and George Beale recovered after long 
illness. The anatomical examination showed 
traces of strychnine in the stomach ofthe de- 
ceased. Public opinion is against the pris- 
oner, who will probably be convicted.

The Party Cut Down From 2,000 to 250— 
Cleveland’s Renominvatien a Foregone 
Conclusion—J. Sterling Morton on the 
Pacific Railroads—St. Louisans in New 
York—Gerster and Chlapowska — New 
York’s Resident Nobility.

EW YORE, April14.—

Those 
who are left out and still insist upon attend- 
ing the convention, will havetogoo~ «weir 
own hook. It is understood that roy 
was posted before he left for 8 aul to 
make the report he did,as the Tammany 
leaders did not wish to be hampered with too 
large a delegation of workers. Said Sheriff 
Grant, who succeeded Jobn Kelly as Chairman 
of the Committee of Twenty-four: ‘‘If we had 
not found some way to limit the number the 
Tammany delegation to St. Louls would have 
been swelled to over 2,000. They would 
have given us a great deal of trouble. I didn’t 
think at frst that so many of our boys would 
care to goto St. Louis as their experience 
there in 1876 was not very pleasant. Many of 
them made themselves sick drinking the St. 
Louls water. Those who go to st. Louis this 
year will leave the water severely alone. As 
the nomination of Grover Cleveland isa fore- 
gone conclusion, there is little use in our send- 
ing avery large delegation to the conven- 
tion. If Tammany had a special candidate 
and there was some doubt about the 
result it might be well for us to 
send a big crowd and make as good ashow 
for the organization as possible. Mr. Cleve-

His Life and Work-—- Why He Dialikes-Re- 
publics. 


Paris Special to the Chicago Daily News. 

It seems odd enough that there should be 
living in Paris to-day a man who once looked 
upon the sharp nose and slanting forehead of 
Robespierre in the Rue St. Honore, who pre- 
serves a clear memory of the reign of terror, 
and who recounts the scenes attending Napo- 
leon’s return from Elbe and then from Water- 
loo with a graphic regard to detail which could 
only proceed from mature impressions. He 
is the centenarian of the nation, besides 
one of the scientific celebrities of the cen- 
tury. At the meetings of the French 
Academy he still sits, white-haired, 
dim-eyed and trembling, - like some old 
monitor, with the grandsons of those who 
gathered there in his youth. Wherever the 
artistic appreciation of color-blendings and 
contrasts is developed his name is gratefully 
cherished. For words of cheer, tokens of 
kindness, and pats of approbation most of the 
modern scientists stand indebted to him. 
Agassiz was his protege. At the Ecole Poly- 
technique he shaped the researches of 
Leverrier, the discoverer of the planet Nep- 
Sir Humphry Davies wrought in his 


tune. 
laboratory. He was the intimate of both 
Cuviers, and the good friend of Gay 


Lussac, Ampere, Berzilius, Oersted, Arago, 
Bertholet, Vauchm, and a host of others 
who have proved discoverers in the 


sciences. Few American students of chemis- 
try or botany but reverence his name, as is 
evidenced by the bushels of requests for auto- 
graphs be receives from them. The honors 
conterred upon him include the crosses, stars 
and ribbons of every society in the civilized 
world. His home, the gift of the State, 
perches picturesquely ona hammock—the sen- 
tinel point of the classic Jardin des Plantes— 


and at the door, ony warm sunny day, you 
may see the venerable M. Chevreul sitting in 
the shadows of the famed cedar of 
Lebanon which Cuvier transplanted 
from the holy land. One would 
ndge him nearer the age of 80 than 


02. There is in his manner such a triumph of 
geniality that the wrinkles seem less deep, the 
eyes less dim. His has been a life as rare and 
beantiful as that of the choice plants among 
whose perfume he has labored since youth. 
An existence so placid would naturally wear a 
calm, pellucid surface. Until you realize 
what bis life has been, a happy exile from 
strife, you marvel atthe total lack of whims 
and querrulousness; at the gentle evenness of 
temper and perfect self-control. 
HE DISLIKES DEMOORACY, 

Until his sickness of two years ago M. 
Chevreul suffered little physical lassitude 
and no apparent loss of intellectual vigor, 
writing, speaking, and exploring with the 
ardor ofyouth. Since then he has abandoned 
all chemica) researches, though he maintains 
a jealous interest in the Academy and his pet 
pupils. He hes no confidence in the democ- 
racy of France. He favors a Umited mon- 
archy, believing that France is not and never 
will 85 fit for republican government. Strictly 
speaking a Monarchist, evreul is and has 
always been, in demeanor, spirit and simplic- 
ity the essence of Democracy. He dislikes 


demoeracy and detests republics, because 
their pushing masses of mediocrity 
are ever crushing and rising 
over genius and talent that is 


properly sensitive, modest, and retiring. 
Once when Agassiz was visiting him he asked 
How is it that the citizens of your intelligent 
Republic, the United States, knowing your 
reat talents, don’t elect you one of their 
presentatives in the Government?’’ 

Ah, mon maitre, replied Agassiz, ‘‘vou 
must know that the front ranks of Republics 
arc only open to — * 

This confession coming from the great Re- 
publican scientist delighted Chevreul, and he 
never tires of repeating it in confirmation of 
his own theories respecting France. 

HE WOULD WIN HIS HONORS. 
Yet he scrupulously demands genutneness 
and merit behind promotion. When Louis 
XVIII. took the throne a vacancy was created 
in the academy by the exiling of a member 
who had sworn allegiance to Napoleon durin 
the hundred days’ crisis. Louis appointe 
Chevreul to fill it, but the young chemiat 
sternly declined. ‘‘I could only consent to 
receive such a great honor,“ said he, when 
willingly conferred by my colleagues.’’ Hence 
it was that for ten years he struggled on until 
that distinguished body voted him the dearly- 
prized distinction. Ouriously enough his 
commission as director of the Gobelin tapes- 
try works, which he soon made the most cele- 
brated in the world, was issued by Louis and 
approved by Charles X. Chevreul succeeded 
Chemist Proust in the academy in 1826, and 
four years later ascended to the chair of his 
master, N. Vanquelin, at the Museum Jardin 
des Piantes. One of the earliest develop- 
ments of his professorship was that of of prac- 
tical philosophy underlying natural Se: 
ena. His labor was ventured large in the 
field of organic chemistry, which is still speo- 
ulative, though he obtained the most valuable 
and permanent resuits in the application of 
mineral chemistry to industrial works. In 
colors he has given the worid thousands of 
products of inestimable worth. Among the 
notable authorities he has written are: Gen- 
era considerations of organic analysis and its 
applications, fa of animal origin, 
treatise on colors in their relation to painting, 
theory on the optical effects of silk stuffs, treat- 
ise on the divining rod, the pendulum and 
turning tables, colors and their a plications to 
industrial arts with the aid of chromatic cir- 
cles, refiections on medical prescriptions, his- 
tory of chemical knowledge and treatise on the 
experimental method a posteriori, He has 
also been for years the authority of the dio- 
tionary of natural science. 
BOMBARDED IN HIS LABORATORY.

CHEVREUL’S EXCEPTIONAL HABITS. 

His longevity and health are attributed to 
two causes, heredity and abstinence. His 
father and mother lived to the age of 98. Sim- 

licity and regularity have been habitual to 

im. He has never touched wines or stimu- 
lants of any kind. Nor has he ever used to- 
bacco. Smoking he considers extremely per- 
nicious, as it Pre the memory and impairs 
the taste and smell, two senses vitally essen- 
tialto the chemist. He never ate fish, though 
in his youth he was passionately fond of pisca- 
torial sports. This forao physiological rea- 
sons. So repugnant is the odor of fish to him 
that during his fishing pastimes some one had 
to unburden his line when he made a suc- 
cessful landing. He has goneto bed early all 
his life and awakened with break ofday. The 
major part of his literary work he did in bed 
before rising. In all things save study he has 
ponetions moderation, though his labors have 

een pursued with adiligence and disregard 
for physical exercise which bring the virtues 
of his table and other habits into greater 
prominence, for it is to these and the holding 
aloof from public excitements that he ascribes 
his length of life. He would never mix him- 
self up in public movements, or join in polit- 
ical agitations, notwithstanding he has been 
offered every inducement that might tempt an 
ambitious man. The singleness of purpose 
which has actuated him can be illustrated by 
one of hig recent simple remarks. ‘‘Why have 
you not written your memoirs?’’ he was 
asked. 

.**Beoause,’’ he replied, whatever time I 
had for iiterary work was best employed in 
writing chemistry.’’ 

HE BELIEVES IN NATURAL LAW. 

One enjoys hearing the old man talk for the 
beauty and earnestness Of his style, though it 
is gad to remark that the brain which has been 
so active for the most of a century is growing 
—4 * Still the great mind disdains the idle- 
ness long since honorably won. He wus por- 
ing, with the ald of a magnifying-gliass, over 
books, papers and pamphiets which littered 
the desk and floor of his study. ‘‘How 
much pleasure the visits of the unknown who 
know me bring into my life,’’ said he, ‘‘I 
will not try to tell. Strangers from all over 
the world come here; and, yet,’’ hesitating 
pathetically, it grieves me to feel that they 
are but strangers. That is the sadness of 
having lived so long. You find yourself al- 
most alone. When Igo to the academy meet- 
ings now I only think of the fathersand grand- 
fathers who sat there on the same benches 
beside me. No, I don't expect to sit there 
much longer. [Lamgoingawaysoon. Where! 
Ab! that’s the question. Ihave never been a 
materialist, but I hate despotism in religion as 
in auything else. Ibelieve, however, that 
those men come nearer tothe truth who be- 
lieve in a creative intelligence than those who 
think creation chance. believe in supreme 
cause, in universal reason, in naturallaw. I 
cannot convelve the existence of society with- 
out some religious basis. It is, therefore,with 
apprehension thatl see France drifting to- 
ward materialism, They are banishifig tne 
sisters from our hospitals. That is cruel and 
senseless. [know woman’s nature. They 
can drive ber from the sick bed easier than they 
can replace her.’’ 

RICH PEOPLE EAT TOO MUCH. 

In touching upon his health and habits he 
said rich people eat too much. His had al- 
ways been a frugal fare. He never made eat- 
ing and drinking matters of enjoyment. ‘‘It 
is because the rich are the slaves of their 
stomachs, he added, tha: they are more lia- 
ble to infirmities and disease than the poor.’’ 

Clouds pass over his mind at intervals. It is 
with difficulty that be enters upon any new 
train of thought. Occasionally he wanders off 
on some favorite subject with which thu 
brain is evidently laden, and theclimax of 
which is a discovery.“ He speaks with 
parental enthusiasm of his pupil and suc- 
cessor, M. Fremy, whose ‘artificial rubies are 
the latest chemical wonder. Then he dweils 
so tenderly on the memory of his departed 
wife, a relative of Bossuet, that you feel she 
must have been the inspiration of his studies 
as well as the genius of his domestic comforts. 

Chevreul’s only son, the gray-haired patri- 
archal Mayor of Dijon, will soon be a great- 
grandfather.

MYSTERY OF JAMES SEE. 


THIEF, MURDERER AND SUICIDE, THE 
GRAVE COULD NOT HOLD ‘HIM. 


James SeoeMurders Two Neighbors, Com- 
mits Suicide and Is Buried—His Widow 
Receives Letters From Him Containing 
Meney and Announcing His Good Health. 


A Belcherville (Tex.) correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Znquirer gives the particulars of 
the curious and thrilling story of James See. 
See went to Texas shortly after the war and 
got into odium among his neighbors by the 
systematic method in which he appropriated 
**mavericks’’ or unbranded yearling calves. 
Finally, about ten years ago, when hostility to 
him had reached a high pitch, he deliberately 
murdered two of his neighbors, named Ladds 
and Tubbs, whom he believed about to bring 
his thefts to the attention of the Grand-jury. 
Having shot his two enemies he went imme- 
diately to the house of a friend named William 
Logan, when he found at work roofing his 
house. Dismounting See walked to a ladder 
leading up to where Logan was working, and, 
sitting down at the foot of it, he calmly re- 
loaded his revolver. Having done that he 
looked up and said: Logan, you are going to 
havea comfortable house.“ Pretty good 
douse, said Logan, wondering what the re- 
volver had to do with it. Well, Logan, 
continued See, I have just killed old man 
Ladds and Sam Tubbs, nowlam going to kill 
myself and put another damned rascal 
out of the way. You have always beena 
good friend of mine and I like you first rate. 
I want you to promise me you will tell the 
Grand-jury that I am the man that burnt the 
cattle. My gon Jeff had nothing to do with it. 
Now, Logan, always give my boys good ad- 
vice and help my wife along all you can.’’ 
Then he put the revolver to his temple and 


snapped it several times, but it refused to fire, 
Logan shouted to him not to kill himself, and 


was starting down the ladder to 
prevent him, when See turned 
the revolver upon bim and ordered 


him to stop. Don't interfere with me, 
Logan, or I will kill you, he called out, 
which had the effect of making Logan run 
up the roof to the oomb. Again placing the 
revolver to his temple he sent a bullet 
whizzing through his brain. 

While these bloody events were transpir- 
Ing the news ofthe killing of Ladds and 
Tubbs bad reached Red River Station, and 
a crowd of about thirty cowboys had started 
out to overtake See and lynch him. On ar- 
riving at Logan’s they were told of@the 
suicide and shown the body. 
that the murderer had 
the trouble of killing him,the crowd dispersed 
to Ladds’ and Tubbs’ to render any assistance 
possible. For two days no one could be in- 
duced to bury See’s body, but finally five cow- 
boys agreed to perform that service as a matter 
of accommodat on to Logan, in whose house 
the corpse stilllay. The tive men stated that 
they would not be seen with the body in day- 
light, but would bury it at midnight. This 
being assented to, Bob Farmer, Je and 
John Fray, ‘‘Neb’’ Cummins and Joe Johnson 
carried the body out on the prairie and covered 
it up under two feet of ground. 

Two months after the burial Mrs. See was 
standing in her front door, when a cowboy 
rode up and handed her a letter. Looking at 
the address she was struck with the simiiarity 
of the writing to her husband’s, but her 
amazement was unbounded when she found 
the envelope contained a $50 Treasury note, 
tolded within asheet of foolscap paper bear- 
ing the following: 

DEAR Wi¥Fre—Don’t feel uneasy about me, I 
am all right. The Grand-jury can crack its 
whip; I have got clear road now and won’t 
have any tronble to get away. Tell the chil- 
dren to be good and do as you want them to. 
Will write again soon. JAMKS. 

The woman gazed atthe writing for a mo- 
ment, and then, with a piercing scream, fell 
fainting tothe floor. Her son, who chan 
to be in the room, ran to her, and after some 
exertion, succeeded in restoring her to con- 
sciousness. She handed the note to the young 
man, wbo N his father’s handwriting 
at a glance, and at once ran to recall the cow- 
boy. But he had ridden away upon handing 
Mrs. See the note, and as the lady had not 
noticed what course he took he could not be 
overtaken. Mrs. See was so affected by the 
note she determined to show it to her sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Horace Gray. As that 
worthy was unable to penetrate the mystery 
surrounding the affair, others were consulted, 
and ere long the entire community was dis- 
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ized the picture as that of 
the late James See. That's my dead hus- 
band’s picture,’’ erled the woman, shaking 
with emotion, ‘‘and this is his writing.’* The 
proprietor took the note and read aloud: 
DEAR WiFEn—I send you my picture that you 
may know lam well and hearty. I never bad 
one taken before, and hope you will be pleased 
with this one. ould send you some money, 
butam a litte hard up just now. You have 
plenty of stock you can sell to buy what you 
need. Don’t worry on my account. Love to 
the children. JAMES.

The prospect of such a future lends an inter- 
est to the record of the brief past, and on the 
occasion of our removal;‘‘who wills, may 
hear the story told.’’ 

The Post-DIsPATCH came into existence in 
December, 1878. Its tower of success now ris- 
ing up ten stories high was built on the 
foundation of failure achieved by the Dis- 
PATCH. Ina slow, easy-going, old-fashioned 
way the DISPATCH had at times during it 

varied career of fourteen years made some 
money, and had at times enjoyed the es- 
teem of the few who constituted the 
limited circle of readers of an evening 
paper such as was known in St. Louis before 
the era of the Post-DIsPaTcH. But in the lat 
ter part of 1878 it had lost reputation and circu- 
lation, credit and cash, and had even lost its 
owners. It was drifting helplessly through 
the mazes of the law, a debt-burdened dere- 
lict, kept in existence by the trustee under 
one of its mortgages until he could get rid of 
it according to the terms of his trusteeship. 
This took place on the tenth day of December, 
1878, at the east front door of the Court-house, 
when the wreck was bought by Mr. Joseph 
Pulitzer, for the sum of $2,500. Mr. 
Pulitzer immediately proceeded to make 
his purchase more valuable by remov- 
ing the competition of the Evening Post, a 
creditable publication, which had been 
started eleven months previously, but which 

had not then succeeded in reaching the pay- 
ing point, and a proposition made to the 
proprietor of the Post to unite the two 
papers was accepted. On the second 
day the name of Post AND DISPATCH appeared 
at the head of the new paper; a few days later 
it received the name which it has since borne, 
the Dispatch Publishing Company was organ- 
ized and the enterprise started upon its career 
of prosperity. 1

meanwhile publication was Carried on in the 
old office of the Post, which occupied a part 
of the Globe- Democrat building, using the Glode- 
Demoorat’s presses. The courtesy shown to 
the new venture by the proprietors of the 
Globe- Democrat during this time deserves its 
proper mention and recognition. 

Finally on March 10, 1879, the reconstruction 
of the building was completed and the Posr- 
DISPATCH was published forthe first time on 
its own premises. A new four-cylinder Hoe 
press with a nominal capacity of 7,200 four- 
page papers per hour, and am actual capacity 
of producing 6,000 papers was considered 
sufficient to meet the demands of circulation, 
but it was distined to be soon replaced by a 
perfecting press, the first of the three which 
are now hardly sufficient to turn out the 
papers as rapidly as they are needed. 

The normal circulation of an evening paper 
in St. Louis at that time was 8, 000 copies, and 
the public had to be educated up to the habit 
of reading an evening paper.

that was to be made out of the handling of 
this money was set forth, and the fact that 
Mercer after entering the office penniless re- 
tired in two years worth $45,000, was referred 
to. In connection with the exposure, the pa- 
per demanded an immediate investigation of 
State Treasurer Gates’ accounts. 

When the Nationa! Bank of Missouri failed on 
June 20, 1877, the statement was made that the 
State lost $500,000 which had been sent to pay 
the interest on the bonds due July 1. 
However the State paid the in- 
terest. The Post showed that 
the State a year later, July 1, 1878, was unable 
to meet the interest on its bonds,and how Mr. 
Gates had endeavored to raise the money to 
pay it. Furthermore, it showed that there 
were $180,000 State Treasury warrants unpaid. 
On August 8, 1878, the Mastin Bank of Kansas 
City, another State depository, closed its 
doors and here the State is said to have lost 
another quarter of a million dollars. The 
only security for the money held by 
Gates was $350,000 worth of unmarketable 
Kansas City water-works bonds. This failure 
brought matters to a focus. The Post kept 
up the fight for an investigation, and on 
October 10, 1878, both Gates and Mercer were 
arrested on a number of indictments returned 
by the Grand-jury of Jackson County against 
them. Articles of impeachment were filed 
against Gates in the House at Jefferson City 
on February 7, 1879. This brought about a 
bitter fight, and the attempt to im- 
peach him falled. The PostT-DISPATCH, 
which had succeeded the Post, still kept up the 
war and demanded the return of the shortage 
of Gates or his prosecution. He had given a 
bond in the sum of $1,000,000, but with the ex- 
ception of James N. Burnes of St. Joseph, 
most of the sureties were then worthless. 
In the spring of 1879, after the ad- 
journment of the Legislature, the Mastins 
paid the amount Gates had lost through them. 
It was said at the time that Gates placeda re- 
volver to the head of one of the Mastins and 
forced the payment. When the shortage was 
made good the indictments that hau been 
found were quashed and everything settled. 
Thus had the persistent efforts of the Post- 
DISPATCH, which made the fight single-handed 
and alone, brought about the return ot the 


deficit of the Treasurer.

N its issue of Saturday, February 15, 1879, 
the PosT-DIsPATCH, then the PosT AnD DIs- 
PATCH, published two columns of facts and 
figures showing the alarming extent to which 
taxes were evaded by many of the richest and 
most prominent men of St. Louis. The pub- 
lication created a sensation, the name 
of no tax-dodger, however  infiuen- 
tial, being spared. It was followed 
up from day to day by further and more com- 
plete statements, all going to prove by the re- 
turns from the Assessor’s office that a mania 
for the evasion of just dues had seized the 
town, that wholesale perjury was rapidly be- 
coming a fine art among those citizens who 
could best afford to meet whatever assessment 
might be levied upon their belongings, and 
that the apparent scarcity of personal 
property would have been ridiculous if it had 
not been alarming. The city taxes 
for 1879 were paid on $33,213,950 worth of 
personal property, while it was estimated by 
competent men that St. Louis ought to pay 
on $100,000,000 worth of personal belongings, 
or an Increase of nearly $70,000,000 on the amount 
then paid. One favorite way of 
evading the tax was for them to 
place thelr money in the hands of some real 
estate agent for loaning, when the money 
would be turned over by notes to some con- 
fiedential clerk by the agent, who would sign 
the note and back it ‘‘without recourse.’’ 
This clerk might not have a dollar of prop- 
erty, and as it was very easy to transfer notes 
of this kind, no one had any at the time the 
assessment returns were made. 
For over a month and several times each 
week the POST AND DISPATCH continued 
these odious comparisons, and when the 
Grand-jury met, Judge Laughlin charged 
it with an investigation of the mat- 
ter, while the subject, as applicable 
throughout certain sections of Missouri, was 
taken up by the State Legislature and made 
the theme for much exciting debate. 
Subsequent years have shown the effect pro- 
duced by this exposition of a great fraud, and 
the conscience of the rich men smote them for 
the wrong they had done, and though at this 
day the tax returns are farfrom being up to the 
mark, the dodgers have at least the decency 
to content themselves with legal methods of 
transfer in evading their just dues and no 
longer swear point-blank to the non-existence 
of moneys they are absolutely known to pos- 
sess.

N the afternoon of February 18, 1879, 

when the Post AND DISPATCH was only a 
year and a month old, the citizens of St. Louis 
were astonished by revelations of the most sen- 
sational character concerning two individuals 
who had been named by Gov. Phelps 
for seats in the Board of St. Louis Police Com- 
missioners. Charges had been preferred 
against both appointees,and these charges were 
of so serious a nature that a special Senatorial

By this 
stroke of enterprise the PosT AND DISPATCH 
was directly instrumental in administering the 
first serious blow they had yet received to the 
then all-powerful gamblers’ ring. 

The publication of the committee testimony 
was conceded to be one of the greatest scoops 
ot the day. Nobody knew how it was done. 
The ‘‘scoop’’ was quite simply ob- 
tained, however. The only investment 
was a little foresight, and the only agency 
was a competent reporter stowed in a small 
space with just room enough to write by 
lying on his stomach within a few feet of 
the inguisitors. 

THE GRAND-JURY REVELATIONS. 

In October, 1888, the Post-D1sPaTOu rendered 
a further service in this same connection 
which was privately recognized by every good 
citizen and publicly endorsed in a mass-meet- 
ing of citizens held at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. The full extent of that service has 
never before now been explained to the public. 

In June, 1681, the Jonnson gambling law 
went into effect in the books, but was not en- 
forced until the Por- Drararcx and Mr. Ohas. 
P. Johnson, the author of the law, pointed 
out to the citizens the continuance of the evil 
and the unfortunate contro! exercised by the 
gamblers over the municipal government. 
In 1883, the gamblers 
plete mastery over the city and 
made and unmade officers to sult their pleas- 
ure. Gov. Orittenden, as an amende to an 
outraged community, appointed a Board of 
Police Commissioners of the highest respecta- 
bility. Mr. Samuel Cupples presided over the 
Board with Messrs. John Maxon, E. OC. Sim- 
mons and Alex. Kinkead as his advisers. 
These gentlemen undertook the enforcement 
of the law aided by Mr. Johnson, whose ener- 
gies in the enforcement of the law 
were drawn intothe fight by a public con- 
tradiction of his statements concerning the 
prevalence of gambling. R. C. Pate, who 
then ran a keno house on Fourth street; 
Henry Lehndorf, who was at the head of the 
lottery companies, and several of their asso- 
olates were indicted and convicted. The ink 
on the verdicts was scarcely dry, or, to 
illustrate the haste by a legal fact, 
the cost of proceedings’’ had not 
been paid when Gov. Crittenden issued a full 
pardon, which was presented to the offenders 
before they were many hours in jail. Messrs. 
Cupples, Maxon and Simmons resigned from 
the Police Board in disgust. Messrs. Lutz, 
Caruth and Kerwin were appointed. A fight 
waged by Mr. Johnson in substantiation of 
his charges-concerning the extént of gambling 
resulted in the resignation of Chief of Police 
Kennett. 

Chief Campbell was appointed, but found 
himself peculiarly-situated. At this stage the 
Post- DISPATCH took up the work of reforma- 
tion, that resulted in a purification of the mu- 
nicipal and branches of the State govern- 
ment, which the community even now enjoys. 


THE PROOF. 

While all were convinced thatthe city gov- 
ernment was rotten none could prove it. At 
this juncture a representative of the Post- 
DISPATCH and a representative of a morning 
paper held a conference with Assistant Circuit 
Attorney McDonald, who had heard Chief 
Campbell’sstory of his experiences and agreed 
to furnish the State with the names of wit- 
nesses and the facts, which they could estab- 
lish. Each representative drew upin writing 
his statement of proposed developments with 
an outline of the investigation and questions 
for the cross-examination of witnesses. It 
was then agreed by the Olrouit Attorney 
that the developments were proper matter 
for the public and is was decided that as soon 
as the evidence taken could be transcribed in 
batches of forty type- written pages it was to 
be given to the Post-DISPATOH and the morn- 
ing paper for publication, each to receive in- 
stallments of forty pages alternately. The 
first forty pages were delivered to the Post- 
DISPATCH Office, when a wonderful change 
came over the Oircuit Attorney, and early that 
morning he called at the PostT-DIsPaATcH 
office and by entreaties and threats tried to 
prevent ordelay the publication. He repudi- 
ated his agreement, and even hazarded the 
frustration ot every plan of the State by their 
exposure ina fruitless proceeding to restrain 
the paper from making the publication. Those 
who gleaned that they were implicated and 
were onthe verge of exposure unitedin the 
effort to check the publication in a 
dozen different ways at the same time. 
The testimony given by Chief-of-Police Camp- 
bell was published. The story was given to 
the public of how the trusted adjutant of Gov. 
Crittenden had approached the Chief with a 
proposition to form a gambling ring, The 
publication caused a great sensation. The 
citizens became thoroughly alarmed at the de- 
velopments. Then the PoOst-DIsPaTcH decided 
to act regardless of the pleasure or judgment 
of the Circuit Attorney. Possession of the 
shorthand notes of the investigation was ob- 
tained. The Circuit Attorney began contempt 
proceedings in the Criminal Court with a view 
of stopping the publication. These failed 
and injunction proceedings with the same end 
in view were instituted in the Circuit Ceurt. 
These also failed. 

It was decided by the PostT-DIspaTcu to tran- 
scribe the notes which, it was said, were se- 
cretly abstracted from the court, a statement 
that kindness to those not present to answer 
permits to go uncontradicted. On subse- 
quently investigating this matter Circuit At- 
torney Harvey found that nothing reprehen- 
sible had been done, no law had been violated, 
and he ordered spread upon the record of the 
court his official statement to that effect. 

With the head of the prosecution and the ring 
of the defendants controlling the administra- 
tive branches of the government St. Louis was 
not deemed a favorable place for undertaking 
the arduous work of transcribing over 2,000 
pages of strange shorthand notes. Mr. A. A. 
Oldfield, the stenographer, was retained to as- 
sist in the work of transcription at a salary of 
$50 a day. Reporters of the Post-Dispatcu 
were kept under strict surveillance, and it was 
with considerable difficulty that

were brought tothe junction above East St. 
Louls, where a Chicago & Alton train was 
boarded. Frank D. Turner and private de- 
tectives employed by the ring took up the 
trail and followed the reportorial party to Al- 
ton, determined to get possession of the books 
by any means. The attorney, who represented 
himself as connected with a minstre! show, was 
easily outwitted. While he and his assistants 
were scouring Alton the reportorial party 
went on to Godfrey,and securing quarters just 
opposite the depot set to work and in afew 
hours forwarded by a special messenger 
sixcolumns of the secrets of a big city. 
work at Godfrey was continued until the sus- 
picions of the town watchman and the host 
were aroused by the hours kept by the 
visitors. A plan to swoop down upon the 
supposed ‘‘counterfeiters’’ was just mature, 
when the visitors left a liberal reckoning and 
quietly slipped away to continue work 
amidst less suspicious county people. 
The startling developments were prepared 
for publication as rapidly as possible and for- 
warded from various points along the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad and around Springfield and 
Decatur, Ui. From these the people learned 
the true state of affairs.

EN years ago—for the year 1878—the rall - 

road mileage in the State of Missouri 
amounted to 3,250 and the assessment val- 
uation was placed at the ridiculously. low 
figure of $26,122,198. In 1882, four years later, 
the mileage had increased over 1,200 
miles and yet with the additional 
value which must have accrued to the rall- 
roads through improvements and the devel- 
opment of the State the assessment valuation 
was placed at only $35,626,524. 

It was at this point that the Post-DIsPpaTcH 
commenced its labors to spur the State officers 
toasense of their duty and to obtain some 
measure of justice for the people. It ham- 
mered persistently and constantly atthe point 
and the figures show that while the Board of 
Equalization failed utterly to do what was 
right, yet the efforts of the PosT-DIsPATcH 
were not without beneficial results and the 
assessment steadily increased, but not nearly 
in the proportion that should have been 
observed. ‘ 

In 1883 the mileage had increased a little over 
one hundred miles and the assessment in- 
creased over $4,000,000, the largest proportional 
increase which had yet been made. The next 
year the estimate of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners was obtained and it amounted 
to $105,825,000, butthe assessment was only 
$41,808,545. Inthe next three years there was 
marked gain in the proportion of assessment 
to mileage, owing to the efforts of the Post- 
DISPATCH, although the gain was not by any 
means what it should have been. The mile- 
age in 1883 was 5,017 and the assess 
ment was $44 564,997; in 1886 the 
mileage was 6,078 and the assessment 
was $46, 444,834; in 1887 no mileage was given 
in the report of the Board, and the presump- 
tion isthatthe increase was slight, yet the 
assessment was $49,546,327. In the same year, 
however, the valuation of the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners amounted to $122,000,000 
and the estimate of the total of stocks and 
bonded indebtedness of the railroads reached 
the enormous figure of $238,961 , 423. 

These figures show with what extreme re- 
luctance the State’s officers yielded to the de- 
mands of the Post-DIsPaTCH for justice to the 
people, and yet they show that the energetic 
efforts of the newspaper were felt and had 
awakened the officers to some sense of their

PATCH began a crusade against the rail- 
roads, which by an unexampled course of dis- 
crimination in freight rates were slowly but 
surely throttling the industries of this city, and 
placing it at a disadvantage as compared with 
other and more distant places. It was plainly 
shown that the Missouri market, an- 
der this iniquitous system, was taken from the 
St. Louis merchants and given to those of 
Cnicago. In spite of a difference in distance 
of over two hundred miles, a merchant 
in Gallatin could secure the same freight 
rates from Chicago that were obtain- 
able from 8t. Louis. Goods could be 
transported as cheaply from New York to 
Sedalia as from St. Louis to that place, in fact 
these instances could be multiplied almost in- 
definitely. In every department of traffic 8t. 
Louis was placed at a distinct Ldisadvantage 
by the-arbitrary and unjust rates blished 
by the railroads and steamboats, ite trade 
suffered accordingly.

HE Post-DIsPaTcH has been an im- 

portant factor in the great fight for 
cheap gas which, up to a recent date, 
has been one of the most vital questions 
affecting the interests of St. Louis. 
The story of the fight and the in- 
fluence ot the-PosT-DIsPaTcH on the issue is 
not a long one, and can be easily told, 
It is hard now for the people to realize 
that not long ago they were compelled 
to pay $2.50 per thousand cubic feet for gas, 
and fora long time the old monopolies seemed 
hedged in with a wall of subtlety which no 
battering ram could break down. At length 
about seven years ago a company called the 
St. Louis Gas, Fuel & Power Company, which 
later on becamé known as the Water-Gas 
Company, obtained permission from the city 
to lay pipes in certain of its streets for the 
purpose of furnishing gas for fuel and power. 
The new company laid its pipes in the dis- 
trict controlled by the Laclede Gas-Light 
Company, and that corporation unsuccess-~- 
fully, sought to enjoin itfrom doing so. The 
suit however, fell through, owing to the fact 
that the Laclede Company held no exclusive 
privileges. Emboldened by their success in this 
direction the Fuel & Power Company began 
to lay their mains in the territory controlled 
by the St. Louis Company, but the latter fought 
them successfully in the courts and pre- 
vented them from further action in the matter. 

THE WATER-GAS COMPANY 

then went on to furnish light in that section 
of the city in which its pipes had been laid for 
$1.50 per thousand and this price was met and 
still further cut to $l, where competition ex- 
isted, by the Laclede Gas-Light Company. 
Thus the question was solved in one part of 
the city, but the problem was as hard as ever 
in the other—the St. Louis Company's district. 

In the early part of 1885 an ordinance was in- 
troduced in the House of Deiegates authorizing 
the Water-Gas Company to lay pipes and vend 
gas in the city at not more than $1.50. The or- 
dinance passed the House and this was the 
opening gun in the last great action of the long 
war against high-priced gas. The Post-DIis- 
PATCH urged the passage of the water- 
gas bill and it passed. The paper ap- 
plauded the Council for having passed 
the bill, but when it was laid before the 
Mayor the Post-DIsPaTCH took the ground 
that now, as the city had a powerful 
weapon in its hand ready for use when 
necessary the most advisable policy for the 
Mayor would be to veto the bill and give the 
old companies a chance to reduce the price at 
once and bring immediate relief—an end 
which the water-gas bill would not accom- 
plish by becoming a law. The policy indicated 
by the Post-DIsPATCH was followed by the 
Mayor, who vetoed the bill. The measure was 
then passed over the Mayor’s head by the 
House and went to the Countil. 

Meanwhile, in pursuance of the plan sug- 
gested by the PostT-DISPATCH, a bill was in- 
treduced into the House by which the St. 
Louis Company agreed to reduce its price 
from $2.50 to $1.50 per thousand con- 
tingent on the company’s acceptance of 
the ordinance. This paper supported the 
bill as it was exactly what the people 
wanted, and the bill was passed 
in both houses. This was the fnish- 
ing stroke to the affair and just forty 
days after, acting on the advice of the Post- 
DisPaToH, the Mayor had vetoed the water- 
gas bill, the people had cheap gas, with a 
prospect of still cheaper in the future.

NE of the most striking successes 

achieved by the PostT-DisPatcH 
was the presidential invitation boom. In 
October, 1887, President Cleveland and 
his wife made atour of the country 
and were everywhere received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. The original cause of 
this tour was an invitation extended to him by 
the people, which he could not 
refuse. Having come so far from 
home as this city the citizens 
of other cities would not permit him to return 
home without seeing other population centers. 
A history of the invitation is not without in- 
terest. 

On Febuary 20, 1887, the committee of citi- 
zens appointed to arrange for the entertain- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
which was to have its annual Encampment in 
St. Louis in September, 1887, appointed a sub- 
committee consisting of D. R. Francis, Frank 
Gaiennie and J. W. Noble to invite the Presi- 
dent to de present in the city during the week 
of the Encampment. This sub-com- 
mittee wrote a neat little note 
to the President, attached their names to it, 
addressed it to him, and Frank Gaiennie took 
it to the Post-office. It was a formal invita- 
tion, such as no public official would think of 
accepting and such as the Knights of St. Pat- 
rick send to the President every year. Noth- 
ing was heard about the fate of this invitation, 
and nearly every one had forgotten it had 
been sent, when on March 18 the Post-Drs- 
PATCH suggested that a monster popular invi- 
tation be prepared and taken to Washington by 
a committee of representative citizens. It was 
suggested that from 5,000 to 10,000 sheets of 
uniform size be placed at convenient places 
to be signed by citizens, and that a committee 
of 100 citizens take the bound sheets on. to the 
President. pa 

THE IDEA WAS AT ONCE ACCEPTED 

by the people and indorsed by the G. A. R. 
Entertainment Committee. Toward the let 
of May, 1887, these sheets were collected. 
They were cleaned and bound ip 
one large volume. Mayor Francis pre- 
sented this unique invitation on Mon- 
day morning, May 2%, at the White 
House. The President exhibited much inter- 
est in all that was said about the approaching 
Encampment, and promised to the in- 
vitation if he could so arrange his as to 
be able to take the necessary time. This was 
understood to be a positive acceptance, and 
was probably so intended. 

Toward the last of June the whole country 
was talking about the President’s projected 
trip to St. Louis, and the city’s name was in 


the tall of 1886, when the two gas ordinances 
were passed by the Assembly, 
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to come during Fair week in October. 
And he did come. Mr. and Mrs, Cleveland 
d party arrived at the Relay Depot in East 
t. Louis on Saturday night, October 2. Their ar- 
rival was chronicled the next morning in the 
first issue of the SuNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 
They remained in the city until 11 o’clock 
Tuesday night, and were feted as no guests of 
St. Louis ever were before. The visit was a 
conspicuous success ln every feature, and the 
credit of it must be given to the Post-Dis.

Over one hundred indictment 
were returned. On trial the perpetrators 
the frauds were convicted in nearly eve 
‘case, The man who was most conspicuousl 
implticated in the Tenth Ward frauds was sen 
to the penitentiary where he is now seryin 
his sentence. Others were com. 
others fined, and 
wholesome warning was given to their 
fellows who escaped implication. In the 
meantime Gov.

The Counting- Room. 

To show in detail the completeness and 
finish of the building and its perfect fitness 
for the purpose to which it Is devoted, we 
will ask the reader to accompany us on a 
tour of the separate floors, entering the 
counting-room from Olive street through 
one ofthe handsome solid mahogany doors, 
especially designed to attract the public. 
The fresco work of the walis and cellings is 
yet to be done, so we will call attention to the 
counter of solid mahogany with its plate glass 
and brass work, which is without any excep- 
tion the most beautiful piece of work of the 
kind in the city. It was designed and executed 
by Claes & Lehnbenter, who are also the de- 
signers of the beautiful standing desk 
for advertisers which occupies the bay- 
window, 

To the left on entering is the cosy office of 
the business manager, and following the line 
of the counter we pass in succession by the 
advertising department and the subscription 
department to the cashier’s office, which occu- 


The wainscoting of the room is a handsome 
design of green, red, white and black Italian 
and Tennessee marble, put up by the firm of 
Pickel Bros., and the floor is laid with white 
encaustic tiles. 

The counting-room occuples the south half 
of the ground floor, and a reference to the cut 
will show the arrangement of its details. It is 
steam-heated and lighted by combination gas 
and electric light, fitted with a fire-proof 
vault, speaking-tubes, copy-boxes, electric 
annunciators, and every fixture of modern 
convenience. 

We pass out of the counting-room into 


the press-room is reached by a flight of stairs 


on the right, while on the left the main stair- 
case leads up to the editorial, composing and 
stereotype departments. 

Passing through the hallway we come to the 
circulation department of the paper. Here 
are the mall-room marked d onthe plan, the 
carriers’ room K and the newsboys’ room 
marked L. The carriers’ room is almost 
doubled in capacity by an ingenious gallery 
running around three sides of it, and intended 
to accommodate the first and second sections 
of the Sunday paper, 

The newsboys have always been a special 
feature of the Post-DiIsPaTcu, which is the 
only newspaper in St. Louis that makes 
any arrangement for their accommoda- 
tion. On Sundays the SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH 
is sold by a regiment of newsboys 
varying in number from 850 to 600, according 
tothe weather and the news, and we would 
not be able to find quarters for them it they 
came in ‘*whole battalions.’’

This engine was furnished by the 
Smith, Beggs & Rankin Machine Company, 
the only builders west of the Mississippi 
River putting them up. 

The cylinder is 12 inches diameter, 
86 inches stroke, and is covered with 
an ornamental cast iron jacket. The frame is 
of the well-known girder type, with a wide 
band support directly beneath the slides, 
making it very rigid. 
The piston rod, crank-pin and crosshead- 
pin, as also the pins and rods on valve gear, 
are made of steel,all highly finished. The gov- 
ernor is of the Watt type, highly finished, to 
which is attached an automatic safety device 
which, in case of breaking the governor-belt, 
prevents the engine from running away, stop- 
ping it almost instantly. The dashpots, which 
by ald of the governor automatically close the 
receiving valves, are of the very latest design, 
being perfectly noiseless. The crankshaft is 
made of hammered iron, 6 inches diameter; 
the crank is of the disk pattern, turned and 
polished. The band wheel is 10 feet diameter, 
20 inches face and weighs 700 pounds, 
This engine will, with 80 pounds steam, 75 
revolutions, develop 75 horse power. 
The oil cups are of the latest design, with 
sight feed and adjustable drip, furnished by 
J. Ruppenthal. The cylinder lubricator is 
furnished by Joseph Ryan, who is the pat- 
entee. It is a novelty in itself, supplying two 
engines and two pumps from one tank; each 
feed has an automatic attachment by which 
the glass iskeptclean. The 
HIGH-SPEED ENGINE, 
marked C onthe plan, was furnished by the 
New York Safety Engine Company. The cyl- 
inder is stroke diameter, with automatic 
centrifugal governor. This engine is designed 
for operating the electric-light machine, but 
the gearing is so arranged that should the 
Corliss engine be out of order the presses can 
be operated by the high-speed engine. 
The exhaust steam from both engines passes 
through a Baragwanath steam-jacket feed- 
water heaterand purifier, delivering its feed- 
water to the boiler as hotas the exhaust steam, 
which is almost invariably several degrees 
above bolling. é 
There are two automatic steam pumps of the 
latest and best design for supplying the 
boiler, one being for reserve, thus avoiding 
any stoppage for want of water in case of acci- 
dent to one pump. 

THE PRESSES. 
Proceeding towards the presses, located near 
the Olive street end of the room, we pass by 
the scales, H, where every roll of paper is 
weighed as it enters the room, the wetting 
machine, G, and the paper elevator, K, by 
which the printed papers are lifted up to the 
mail room on the ground floor. 
The press-room is planned to hold four sep- 
arate presses; two of these will be the Hoe 
single presses, which have for years turned 
out the most handsomely printed paper in 
St. Louis; the third will be the Bullock press, 
which we describe in this article. 
The single Hoe Web Perfecting Press is one 
of the most beautiful pieces of machinery in 
the world. There isso more curious process 
to watch than that by which the wide paper 
tape is fed in from an endless roll at one end 
of the press wm emerge at the other in the 
form of the PosT-DIsPaToH, printed, cut, 
pasted ang folded, as the paper is delivered to 
the subworfber.

In the south end are to be found the tollet- 
room and clogets for the workmen, the rolier- 
cases, wash-stands and closets. The space 
under the alley is occupied bythe coal bunk 
and for the reception and storage of paper. 

The press-room is spacious, high, clean, 
light, airy and well ventilated, having in au- 
dition to ite connection with outdoors, front 
and side windows placed immediately below 
the level ot the ceiling. In addition artificial 
ventilation will be secured when necessary 
by a wing ventilation fan overthe boiler, of 
four feet diameter, with a speed of 500 revolu- 
tions per minute, and a capacity suflicient to 
change the air every five minutes. 


The Editorial Rooms. 

Since the establishment of the SUNDAY Pos r- 
DISPATCH the demand for more room for the 
editorial staff, particularly for the local and 
telegraph service, has become imperative, and 
this need is well supplied in the new building, 
where the whole second floor is given up to 
this department. The editorial rooms, 
which are severe in their simplicity, are 
entered from the landing at the head of the 
stairs through an ante-roem in charge of the 
doorkeeper. In the south half ot the floor, as 
indicated on the plan, are to be found the 
separate rooms of the editor-in-chief, of the 
managing editor, editorial writers, city editor 
and the local staff. 

On the other side of the entrance are the two 
telegraph rooms with tables for the twelve 
operators required to take our telegraph serv- 
ice Saturday night, and other desks for the 
telegraph editor and his assistants. 

THE TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 
The arrangements for receiving and handling 
telegraphic news are complete. Every facility 


at the command of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company is used to the fullest extent.

The men detailed for 
this work by the Chief Operator of the Western 
Union are regularly assigned to duty at the 
POst-DIsPATOH Saturday nights, and being 
specially selected on account of their expert- 
ness and speed in taking dispatches, are sel- 
dom changed. The force at presen doing this 
service has been assigned to thé Post-Dis- 
PATCH Office since the first Sunday issue. The 
entire force of ten men isin charge of a t 
who directs and supervises their work. 
Two men handle only cablegrams, 
one the New York leased wire, and 
the others the general news specials. Besides 
this force, one operator attends exclusively 
30 the United Press service. At 8 p. m. the 
New York leased wire operator starts in re- 
ceiving early Eastern dispatches, and from 
that time on until 6 o’clock the other oper- 
ators report, one after the other, for duty. 
From the latter hour until 2:30 a. m. the tick 
ing of the telegraph instruments is incessant, 
and the entire force of operators is kept busy 
without the least intermission. Despite this 
large and competent force of operators the 
amount of news received by the Posr- Dis- 
PATOH is so great that it is often necessary for 
the Telegraph Company to assign half a dozen 
ormore operators to the task of taking the 
overfiow in the main office. For conyenience 
and comfort the telegraph operators’ room of 
the Post-DIsPaTCH is unsurpassed by that of 
any other newspaper office.

The Composing- Room. 


The Composing-room which, with the stereo - 
type-room andthe Art Department, occupies 
the two upper floors and overflows into the 
tower, where the proof-readers are placed, is 
the most roomy, complete and well-equipped 
composing-room in St. Louis. The two floors 
are practically thrown into one by a large 
double stairway and light shaftin the center,

The Art Department. 

A reference to the files ofthe PosT-DISPATCH 
will vindicate the claim it puts forward of hav- 
ing been the first daily newspaper in the coun- 
try to use illustrations as a regular feature. 
In addition to the outside local talent which 
we are frequently obliged to call in requisi- 
tion, the Post-DisPaTcH has two artists con- 
stantly employed in furnishing its pictorial 
features. These are Mr. Nicole Staits, whose 
work has a national reputation, and Mr. Er- 
nest M. P. Heming, a young designer of rare 
capacity and facility of execution. The art 
department of the Post-D1sPaToH will occupy 
the front room of the third story. 
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Plumbing. 


The highest requirements of sanitary science 
have been met in the water supply, plumbing, 
sewerage and drainage of the building, which 
are of the most elaborate and costly descrip- 
tion. Water is furnished both from the Olive 
and Locust street mains to supply the boiler, 
standpipes and demands of daily use without 
interruption. Each floor has it separate sup- 
ply, with sinks and basins, and the waste iq 
carried off through cast-iron pipes, the build- 
ing having the benefit of the sewers both on 
Olive and Locust streets.

The Clock. 


The handsomest illuminated olock in 8t. 
Louis, withoutany exception, is undoubtedly 
the clock which tells the time of day to all 
passers-by on Olive street from the frontof 
the Post-DIsPATOH building. It was designed 
and put up by the Mermod—Jaccard Jewelry 
Company and is a magnificent time-piece. 
The dials, of thick ground glass, are five feet 
in diameter, with the numerals in raised 
metals painted gold and protected from 
rain, sleet, snow, etc., by an outside dial 
of clear glass. The case is made of wrought 
steel attached to the front of the building by 
ornamental iron brackets. 

At night the clock will be brilliantly flumi- 
nated from the inside by twelve electric lights 
of twenty candle-power each, arranged by the 
Mermod—Jaccard Jewelry Company, who are 
rapidly becoming celebrated as makers of 
street and tower clocks. 


Steam Heating. 


The building is heated throughout,-from the 
press-roomin the basement to the skylights 
of the composing-room, with steam heating 
by direct radiation through vertical radiators 
with perforated tops. 
with the boiler through a steam pressure 
valve, returning through a Nason trap to a ro- 
ceiving tank, w hich also receives the exhaust 
steam from the engines through a steam- 
heater and feed water-pump to the boiler. 
The capacity of the heating apparatus is suffl- 
cient to maintain an internal temperature of 
ot 70 deg. throughout the bullding when the 
outside temperature fs 10 deg. below zero. 


Fire Escapes. 

The press-room Is thoroughly fire proof, and 
the stories above ground are rendered prac- 
tically secure against danger by fire by stand- 
pipes fitted with hose, and sufficient to ex- 
tinguish any fire that might breakout. In 
addition two complete fire escapes have been 
placed on the building leading from the fourth 
to the firststory. One of these is placed near 
the front, and one in the rear over the boiler- 
room. They are made of broad platforms of 
fron work, with trap doors opening upon iron 
ladders which lead down tothe floor below. 
They are the work of Andrew J. Cherry of 217 
North Third street.

which has shared in the general growth of the 
paper,and which now employs nearly two 
hundred men in the work which employed 
only twenty-three men less than ten years 
ago. The whole city has been divided into 
convenient carrier districts, 126in number, in 
which the carriers have vested interests, and 
which of themselves represent a valuable 
property. These carriers, with some sixty

Only a small portion of this 
work is the typesetting, and see how extraor- 
dinary is the effort put forthin that depart- 
ment. Every column of the PostT-DIsPaTCH 
represents about 10,340 pieces of type. 
To transier one of these pieces 
from its box in the case to its place in the 
‘‘stick,’’ which ig a metal receptacle for the 
type held by the printer in his left hand, re- 
quires two movements of the compositor’s 
arm. The setting of last Sunday’s paper—32 
pages, or 2 columns—reguires 4,652,320 arm 
movements, which are made by 8) composi- 
tors, or 56,154 movements by each man. And 
this is done in practically less than 12 hours. 
The type handled in this manner weighs 
nearly 8 tons and represents one continu- 
ous single line of reading matter over 2 miles 
in length.

This machine is 
technically known as the ‘mechanic.’ A rope 
also runs from the man’s hands to the cross 
arm, so that he can hoid the rider in the air 
if she chances to fall from the back of the 
horse. 

During the first lessons the beginner is 
taught bow to balance herself properly. The 
head is thrown back, the arms heid free and a 
graceful oise assumed. It takes several 
weeks to obtain proficiency in this respect. 
Next the student is taught to leap lightly in 
the air, landing on the padded saddle, for 
bareback riding is not attempted until after 
success has been gained on the saddle.’’ 

„Are falls from the horse of frequent occur- 


rence?’’ 

Oh, yes, at first. But the attendant easily 
keeps the rider suspended in the air by means 
of the ‘mechanic,’ and no harm results. Some- 
times the horse will take a sudden jump for- 
ward and your calculations are thus knocked 
out, but most ring horses are trained so well 
thatthey know exactly at what rate of speed 
togo. After a time jumping through paper 
balloons is attempted, and then comes a great 
event in the life of every circus rider. That is 
the first somersault. .

and picturesque being. Five thousand miners 
make continual war with pick, shovel, dy- 
namite and push-car on the silver, copper and 
gold with which the granite ribs of the whole 
neighborhood are charged. Twenty-five hun- 
dred men live on the Government land in the 
neighboring mountain ranges and chop cord- 
wood for the mines and sm®@iters which used 
to bring as much as $15 and $18 a cord, and 
now realizesas much as #4 or $ delivered. 
Hundreds of carloads of coke from Connells- 
ville, Pa.,and of salt from the Great Salt Lake,

And there are no such sights to be seen by 
the electric light elsewhere onthe continent. 
Licensed by law, the gambling- houses are rec- 
ognized sources of publicincomeand are un- 
der direct surveillance. Oijtizens of unim- 
peachable standing go into them when they 
see fit and even ‘‘buck the tiger’’ when they 
choose, with no fear.of losing the respect of 
their inferiors or the esteem of their friends. 
In acommunity where the market quotations 
of an ounce of silver or a pound of copper 
raise solid citizens to a zenith of beatitude or 
plunge them into momentary despondency, 
the spirit of speculation is bound to be more 
or less wide awake. Let one rarely hears of a 
commercial collapse among the business men 
of Butte, many of whom come straight from 
New York City and open ‘‘branch’’ houses.

HORACE GREELEY’S BROTHER, 


His Cure for a Felon—He is Sparing of 
Water.

There is only one excuse for a man to get 
drunk,’’ said Barnes Greeley, brother of the 
late Horace Greeley, and the last of that gen- 
eration ofthe Greeley family. He lives alone 
on his farm, five miles from thiscity. ‘*The 
only time that a man is excusable for getting 
drunk, and he is a fool if he don't do it then, 
said Mr. Greeley, is when he has a felon on 
his finger. To get good and drunk is the 


quickest way in the world to cure a felon. I 
have tried it and know. 

The only timelever tasted liquor in my 
life was when lI had a big felon on my finger. 
I hadn’tslept for three nights. Sume one 
said that a good drunk would cure me. I came 
to Corry, and lost no time in filling up with 
the best I could get, first going to my daugh- 
ter’s house and telling her whatI intended to 
do. I loaded myself in town, and then took a 
bottleful of whisky and went to mv daugh- 
ter’s. Ididn’t like the whisky, but my pre- 
scription called for a drunk, and I got 
it. For awhile I made things lively at 
my daughter’s house, running things 
after the most approved manner of con- 
firmed old topers. Then I sank into 
oblivion, and they said that it was a question 
for a time whether I would rise or not. But I 
did, and the pain was gone from my felon and 
it soon got well. It was a radical remedy, but 
if Lever get another felon I will go off on my 
second drunk, although I’m 75 years old. 
Barnes Greeley is one of the most eccentric 
of men. His farm is one of the finestin West- 
ern Pennsylvania, but he is content to simply 
make a living off of it.

He has grown 
plainer and plainer as time passed, until lead- 
ing comedians go thousands of miles to study 
him and try to make up like him. But withal 
he is a real old-fashioned Kentucky gentleman 
„t heart, as kind as a kitten, and with one of 
the widest range of acquaintances of any 
newspaper man in America. 

Many years ago, when the country was new, 
Mr. Visscher took a troupe down through 
Southern California by team for the purpose 
of playing one-night towns. He had pre- 
viously made several thousand dollars by 
acting on the suggestion of an old-time bo- 
nanza man of San Franciso, and so he bought 
several teams and spring wagons and started 
out to give the people who were remote from 
railroads a wholesome idea of the drama.

His recollection 
ofa prisoner’s protest against ill treatment 
during bis arrest, a torn button-hole or a coat 
ripped in a scuffie lilly serve to make 
this final judge either just or generous.

Butthe prisoner whose case thus 
goes to the judgment of a ‘‘flatty’s’’ resentful 
justice isa lucky man, compared with him 
whose case goes to the cops“ department, 
from which he comes out labeled as the 
notorious crook —. These of- 
ficers as 21 usual thing deal al- 
most exclusively with a hardened set 
of criminals, who through various means 
elude the punishment they so richly deserve. 
This experience has rendered them hard- 
hearted, it seems, as a favorable report was 
never known to have been returned from the 
**coppers’’ branch ofthe department. Many 
a sneak thief so poor that he never boasted of 
any other name than his paternal inheritance 
has found himself credited with an alias in re- 
pees from this branch of the department. 
‘ortunately in some instances and 
unfortunately in others these reports 
cut but little figure In the final disposition of 
the case. The position and influence or the 
persistency of the interceder have for years 
been matters of more consequence in the con- 
sideration of the occupants of the Mayor’s 
office than the reports on the cases. Durin 
the administration of Chief Harrigan an 
Chief Huebler, since 1884, not a score of 
recommendations for executive interference 
have been issued from the office of the Chief 
of Police, through which all of the applica- 
tions pass and yet within that time nearly two 
thousand remits have been issued from the 
Mayor's office. 


Last year 48 fines, amounting to $2,422, were 
remitted in full, and 111 fines were partially 
remitted, the remissions amounting to 
$2,979.50. In each of these cases after the fine 
is imposed the Mayor makes the following or- 
der on the Marshal or Superintendent of the 
Work- house:

TAKES CARE OF HIMSELF, 


THE RECEIVER ALWAYS DOES THIS AND 
DOES IT HANDSOMELY. 


Some of the Rich Fees Paid to Receivers in 
Lecal Cases—The Wabash Receivership 
and Its Big Plums—Compensation Now 
Regulated by Law—Insurance and Bank 
Troubles Which Have Paid Liberally. 


HE Receiver will take 
care of himself; where 
isthe disburser? That 
is what we want to 
know. 

During the first day’s 
excitement among the 
depositors of the Prov- 
ident Savings Bank 
following the closing 
of its doors in July, 

1886, by order of the 
Circuit Court, the crowd on the sidewalk 
pressed around the entrance to read a little 
notice pasted on the window which told the 
story in these few words: In the hands ofa 
Receiver. By order of Court. There was 
very little comfort in the announcement, for 
the public does not take kindly to receiver- 
ships under any circumstances. Some de- 
positor scribbled below the announcement on 
another sheet of paper the words given above, 
and when the crowd perused it there was a 
shout of laughter. It was the keynote of the 
general sentiment, however. The news of 
Cashier Thomson’s flight had been given 
to the depositors through the columns 
of the Post-DIsSPATCH that afternoon 
and it was the sensation of the hour. Ques- 
tions were hurriedly put in every direction, 
and the main inquiry was, How will this 
thing come out? How did it get into the hands 
of a Receiver?“ Inthe light of the past a 
receivership meant a slow process of liquida- 
tion and a tremendous absorption of the 
assets at the expense of the unfortunate cred- 
itors. The credit of St. Louis suffered ter- 
ribly by the disclosures of afew years ago in 
relation to the winding up of the life insurance 
companies and the mention of a Receiver was 
sumolent to terrify any ordinary business 
man for many years later. It is not often now

In cases where business disputes have arisen 
between partnersthe one or the other will 
sometimes rush in with a petition for 
the appointment of a Receiver, but, 
in nine cases out of ten, the 
proceeding is dismissed before a preliminary 
hearing. The latest instance of a receiver- 
ship which heid on was that of the Dorris & 
Colvin circus. Public confidence was so badly 
shaken by the life insurance liquidation jn 
the hands ot receivers that itcan never be re- 
garded in this community as the most satis- 
factory mode of winding up aconcera. It has 
not been forgotten in the case of the Columbia 
Life Insurance estate that the receipts were 
$826,857.99; that the policy-holders received 
but $74,758.76 of that amount and that the re- 
mainder was eaten away as follows; Receiver 
and referee, salaries and expenses, $61,231.06; 
attorneys, $61,820.31; other expenses, $67,000. 
Of late years, however, insolvent insurance 
companies have passed intothe hands of the 
superintendent of the State Insurance Depart- 
ment, and the expenses of liquidation have 
been reduced to a minimum. Prior to 
the Columbia wreck receivers were appointed 
for insolvent companies where it was shown 
by the annual reports that the expenses of 
winding up trebled the amount of the Liabili- 
ties to creditors. A receivership was a very 
fat thing in those days, and the process 
dragged along in the courts upon one flimsy 
pretext or another until all the available 
assets were absorbed,

before the Probate Court was figured out at 
$27,550. He was not required to give any bond 
by the terms of the will, and the estate was 
managed without any difficulty,so that he was 
very liberally paid for his services. 

On the other hand administrators of small 
estates sometimes meet with great difficulties 
in the fulfillment of their duties, and the pay 
is meagre enough. Referees’ fees are likewise 
regulated by statute, but receivers’ compen- 
sation is scill a matter leftin the hands of the 
courts, andthe judges are guided by expert 
testimony as to the value of those services 
after hearing evidence of the character and 
duration ofthework. Judge Lubke recently 
gave a whole day to the hearing of testi- 
mony on the question of compensation for 
Receiver Thompson of the Provident Bank 
and his attorneys. The Receiver had charged 
up in his account all the expenses of clerk 
hire and office expenses, and it was simply a 
question of compensation for his own services, 
considering the fact that he had to furnish 
a million-dollar bond. The experts as usual 
widely differed as to the value of the Receliy- 
eres services, some placing it at a ridiculous 
figure, up in the tens of thousands. The court 
allowed him $18,000 and his attorneys $15,000, 
which was the lowest estimate. An appeal, 
however, is pending on the ground that both 
amounts were excessive, and the Supreme 
Court will have to solve the problem. 

A NOTABLE INSTANCE 

of a fat receivership was that of the St. Louis 
Gaslight Company, which furnished the foun- 
dation for the fortune of Socrates Newman. 
When Judge Gottschalk granted the inter- 
locutory decree in the city’s great suit against 
the company Soc Newman was appointed re- 
ceiver. For his services, extending over three 
years and eight months, he was a Lowet Fae. 

, and when the Supreme Court reversed the 
Gecision dissolving the decree Mr. Newman 
remained at the Helm for the Gaslight Com- 
pany. His subsequent control by virtue of 
stock ownership established his fortune. 

The history of the most gigantic recelver-’ 
ship in the West is to be found among the rec- 
ords of the Federal Court. The Wabash Rail- 
road Receivership claims front rank in the 
line of substantial compensation. Prior to 
the decree of purchase by the recognized 
bondholders, Edmund T. Allen, the Master in 
the Wabash case to whom all claims were re- 
ferred, submitted an elaborate report to the 
court touching the compensation for Receivers 
Tutt and Humphreys, and after dwelling upon 
the standing of the officers, the heavy bonds 
required, the cash facilities extended for op- 
erating the system, etc., he recommended 
that the court allow them each $112,500. Of 
course exceptions were filed to such an allow- 
ance, and the whole subject was reviewed. 
Finally the court decided to allow the Re- 
ceivers $70,000 each for their services during 
the whole period, covering nearly three years.
